Does  Prison  Work  Pay? 


will  ever  know  the  vast  number  that  attribute  the  first  impulse  to  a 
;terlife,  formed  while  in  the  seclusion  of  a prison  cell — alone  with  God. 
The  world  will  never  know  how  many,  when  sitting  in  judgment  upon 
imselves,  have  learned  the  great  secret,  that  it  takes  an  Omnipotant  Power 
to  change  the  current  of  their  lives,  and  give  them  deliverance  from  the  power  of  sin, 
enabling  them  to  go  forth  not  to  live  a new  purpose,  but  a new  life. 

Many  of  these  unfortunate  ones,  not  remaining  criminals  from  choice,  but  because 
they  have  never  known  there  was  an  antidote  provided  for  the  deepest  dyed  criminals, 
‘‘a  scarlet  atonement  for  a scarlet  sin,”  whereby  the  power  of  evil  possessing  them  could 
be  eradicated  from  their  lives,  and  they  no  longer  victims.  While  some  do  not 
seemingly  heed  the  kindly  admonition  given,  yet  we  believe  the  promise  of  God  will  be 
fulfilled,  that  ‘‘His  word  will  not  return  void,”  and  sometime — somewhere — the  fruition 
of  their  hopes  will  be  realized.

What  a sight  follows — can  you 'imagine  in  one  of  Chicago’s  busy  and  wickedest 
thoroughfares,  25  or  30  men  raising  their  hands  for  prayer  and  then  in  the  old  time  way 
15  or  20  of  these  bow  their  knees  on  the  sidewalk,  while  a company  of  workers  are 
distributed  among  them  and  they  are  pointed  to  the  Lamb  of  God  “That  taketh  away 
the  sin  of  the  world.”
